The guard about tba Slaton boma 
will be malntalaad, it was stated to- 
night, until the Adjutant Ceneral is 
aatlsfied that all danger is passed. 

The former Covernor spent the 
night at home with liis family, lie 
plans to leave with Mrs. Slaton next 
week for a vacation trip to Califor- 
nia. Tbay ware to bars left to-nlgbt 
but Mr. Statoa said ha bado deter- 
mined not to leave under fire. 

In the city streets double patrols 
of police were on duty, but there 
■Nvas no siitn of disturbances. Few 
inauguration ^^-isltors remained In

At a Inaebeon givaa to-day ia 
boaor of tba aew Oovaraor, tba ra- 
tirtag Oovernor referred to tba 
Fank case as follows:

(Jolonel K. .M. House, bis close 
frl4iul and unolTli lal envoy to Ku- 
gave the President the results 
is sojourn of several months In 
principal capttala of Europe, 
where be Ulked iaUmately 'wUh tbe 
reeponaible ofllelala of the German, 
British and French Cerernments. 

The Information lie Imparted in 
the long walks and talks which they 
enjoyed reflected definitely the Ideas 
held by both ^dlplomatista aad- tbe 
military element ia eaeb of tbe 
countries at war. He also disclosed 
the varioua bellefa and currents of 
publli' opinion In each country as to 
what might le tlie poss.i le terms of 
pea<<'. and the trend of publli opin- 
ioi\^ toward the ditfereat peace pro- 
posals that have been brought for- 
ward from time to time in Inform"! 
diaicussions by the press and peace 
or«r:'i.lzatlon?. 

The President has bten guided 
largel.\ by what Colonel House has 
re^pried to him by cable and letters 
In jl aadllng the delicate (iiie.-lion of 
E%a^in|^ tbe efforts of the l nited 
Statoa to biring about a general ac- 
ceptnce of mediatloa. Mr. Wilaon 
himself said to the Waahiagton cor- 
respondents that no new telidere of 
good offices had been made to any 
of the warring Powi-rs. but that all 
forwgn tlovernnients well under- 
stood the willingness of the I'nited 
Statea to be of any service in any 
way poaaible to pave tbe way for aa 
aproacb to peace. 

One fundamental thing the Pree- 
Ident baa learned, wblcb has affect- 
ed the efforts of the United States 
to make peace. Is the unprepared- 
ness of public opinion In some of 
the belligerent countries a.< ii' lirm.- 
whlch they fear tbe adversaries 
might advaace. or that are already 
discuaaed. 

Colouel House obaerved during 
bis trip to Europe that public opin- 
ion In aome countries was most In- 
sistent ou terma which the Covitii- 
imiits of those countries alread.i liad 
learned In various ways would not 
be acceptable to their opponents. 

In all countrlea be . fooad that 
there bad developed among the 
masaea a deaire for a aettlemeat that 
would ba commeaaurate with tbe 
saiTlflce In blood and treasure that 
IkuI been made by the people. 
left to the diplomatists in ICurope 
alone, a return to the territorial sta- 
tus quo would, perbape, aot be dif- 
ncuft, some of tbe lafomatlea in- 
dicated. 

In Oermaay, it seemed, aoeordiag 
to reliable Infdhtattoa gtvea the 

Pre-ldent. that the object of tbe 
hiiiie and iiithii Mtlal party waa to 
pn pare puhlii' opinion for a reallia- 
liou of the idea that Germany's best 
iutv*reata lie In colonial expaaalon 
and the Incidental developaMat of 
overaeaa commerce, rather thaa In 
territorial exteaalon tn Europe prop- 
er.

Toronto, Oat, Jaae 16. — ^Tbe first 
Western Ontario battalion was all 
but annihilated In tbe aetioa aegr 

LaBassee. In Northern France, Jiiaa 
1.".. says a scmi-otllcial aicount re- 
ceived here tc-dav Out of lietween 
<;oil and Tim. ti . ;, I ' l battalion lost 
In killed and wounded nearly 'lOO, 
including 2u offlcera. 

Twelve of the ofllcers were killed 
in this action, according to the slc- 
count, leaving only three offlcem of 
the battalion unwounded. 

The First Western Ontario -Bat- 
talion. the account says, was select- 
ed to act in co-operation with tlm 
British troopa in attacking a Ger- 
man position. Three trencbea were 
their objective. They came from 
the rear, having had a reat prepara- 
tory to the onslaught, which took 
place In the evening. The (lermana 
appan iitlv had an idea that a siTious 
attack was to hi' atlem|it<'(l, and. as 
events provi il. had niaile elaborate 
preparations for resistance. 

Tbe first enemy trench was only 
40 yard* away from tbat occai^ed 
by tbe First Ontario Battalion. A 
mine had been laid aad ita exploalon 
was the signal for a forwjrj move- 
ment on i!ie pari <^f '^^l#^!madlans. ' 
The mine itself killed many Cier- 
mans. 

A member of the battalion who 
took part in the subsequent charge 
declared that tbe battalion ruahed 
forward under a terriflc fire from 
machine guna and banting high ex- 
plosives. 

"I shall never forget." lie said, 
"lookinir around and sceiii*: Colonel 
Hrehi T, of London, Ontario, appar- 
ently standing on the parapet of a 
trench, leading his men by voice and 
gesture. Tbe next inatant the Colo- 
nel fell, straok by a bomb, aad was 
carled to the rear, bat did aot live 
long. 

"Conditions grew more terrible aa 

the fight progressed. The Hermans 
brought up re-enforcenients from 
troopa that were fighting the Urit- 
Ish, with whom we were linked. 

"The second trench was about 60 
yarda beyond tbe Urat, which we 
captured, or about 100 yards from 
our starting point. The cost to our- 
selves in taking the first trench was 
very great. We took the second 
trench, and It proved a hot position. 

"We then went for the third 
treaeh but tbe Oermana, with re- 
enforcementa, concentrated a tre- 
mendoua volume of Are apon aa. I 
ahould think by this time consider- 
ably more than half our ofllcers and

"I bava spoken plalaly to yoa ba< 
eavaa I would bate myself If I didn't 
do It; 1 am not alarmed by these 
conditions; I have seen them be- 
fore. It is u temporary aberration. 
Tliese good iieople here are going to 
go buck to the way of their fathara. 
I think there will be no more out- 
lawry here wliera'yonr fathers built 
their homes In tbia fair land. These 
bomea were built on I'talth, and rest 
atlU oa faith— faith in God and 
faith In government. These things 
are vital. Your churches and your 
scboolbouses and your court house

The official statistics ebow that on 
May 1, 1S16, ag m»uj aaraa of 
Preaeh aoll aaoeeaplad by tha eoa- 
my were In a state of cultivation as 
on the same date last year, a fact 
which means tliiit the cmii of grain 
and other agricultural products In 
IVaaee probably will ba aonaal in 
sise. 

M. Quyoa. oaa of the inspectors 
of agrleultnra, with whom I had a 
talk a taw daya ago, and who had 

visited every vltlage tnd hamlet In 
the department of the Marne, said 
that he was quite unable to t)nd 
words to express his admiration of 
the peasants of ili.-, c|i,,m'I-. 
which iesa than ten muntha ago 
were devastated by the QaraiaBs, 
which to-day give ovary pronlaa of 
abaadaat eropo. Thara ara tkoua- 
ands 9t mined homesteads but aot 
one single neglected field. 

"If our brave soldiers have won 
the admiration of the 'World," h« 
said, the rural population — the old 
men. women and cbtldroB — who 
have remained at hoiaa aro aatltled 
to no less pralaa, 

"Bvarybody who haa bad aa op- 
portunity to pass through the war 
rone, has been impressed by the 
rplend'd qualities of th«> Frencli 
peasants. I have seen them myself 



calmly working In their fields plant- 
ing and sowing within a hundred 
metres of the rear trenches, and 
wherever ground has been occupied 
hy our soldiers it has Immediately 
III in put under the plow. 

"It .;■ especially near the bom- 
barded and destroyed villages, of 
which there are only too many in 
the districts where the battle ot the 
Mama %as fought, from Meaux to 
Esternay, Fere-Champenoiaa, Revig- 
ny and Vitry-le-Franco, that you 
are impressed by the tenacity, en- 
durance and splendid qualities of 
I lie tillers of the soil. In iiki:i\ 
places there is not a single house 
left that la fit to live in and the 
peaaanta during tha*tlma ot tha first 
invasion lost avarythlag but what 
they carried on their persons. Their 
horses and cattle were killed or 
driven oiT. their Implements w.;-'' 
destroyed, their houses pillaged and 
vet on tire and even their fields were 
: :ii.ed by the passagavof heavy ar- 
tillery and the digging ot a man ot 
trenches. 

"One had reaaoa to fear that 
these pcasaata. who had been rob- 
bed of everything, might have aban- 
doned th' ii :'.Ms and souRht refuK<' 
with their brethren in more fortu- 
nate districts until the war was 
over, but aueh a thiag happened no- 
where. Aa Booa aa tha aaemy had 
beea drivaa baek. old men, women 
and ehlldren raturaad to_ work and 
began cultivating their* flalda. to 
n iilch they are so strongly attached, 
and in a few weeks no trace of th ■ 
«ar was visible. The fiehls wore 
their usual aspect but tor the thous- 
anda ot crosses that mark the lust 
restlag places of our fallen heroes."

Such is an estimate 
made by the National Aaaoclation 
for the Study and Prevent^fi of Tu- 
l>ereulosls in a statement Issued last 
week based on recent investigations 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. The Association concludes 
that thara arc at present between 
100,000 and tOO,ooo conaumptives 
in the States of California, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Texas aiui Colorado. 

Investigations wore made during 
tho iiast yoar hy .-^urgeons of the 
I jiilod States Public Health Service, 
I'. .M. ( arlngton In California, K. A. 
Sweet in Texas and New Mexico, 
and A. D. Foster In North and South 
Carolina. The National Al|ilciation 
draws tbe following cbwlusions 
from these studies: 

1. Thousands of consumiUivos 
attracted liy tli. dimato nilgruto ov- 1 
erjr yesj;. to.t be w*st and ao.utliweat. 
While no definite figures can be pro-' 
cured, the facts ascertalnad would 
Indicate an annual migration of at 
least 10,000 and possibly l.'>.0')i. 
into the States of California. Aclzo- 
na, Colorado, Now .Mexico and Toxa.s. 

2. From 3o to .'.0 per cent of 
these consumiitlves are hoiioless 
cases and die within six months af- 
ter their arrival, the percentage of 
tboae dying within 30 day* running 
as high aa IS. 

5. A large but unknown per- 
centage die in almshouses or are 
tlio rocipionts of ii]arity. am! tlie 
grout majority of I1h;;o couUl have 
been niado oomforlahlo in their last 
days if they had stayed ^t homo 
amonit friends and relatives., . . 

4. From 40 to 90 per cant of all 
deaths from tuberculoaia in the 
WlBst and Southwest are of natives 
of other States, nearly 50 per cent 
l uniiiii; ironi Illinois, Missouri. Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and New York. 

."«. People who can alTord It and 
wflio are not in too ifar advanced 
stages of tuberculoaia will flad the 
climate of tha Wast and SonUiwast 
an aid in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis. 

6. No one .sliould tliink of golim 
West or Soutliuist for liis iK'alth 
unless he has at least $l.i>oo above 
his railroad far*, and can leave his 
family in comfortable circumstan- 
ces; and no ona should go wl|o Is in 
an advanced atafa of tuberculaais or 
who has not taken careful medical 
advice. 

7. Tuberculosis can bo cured in 
any part of the T'nitod States, and 
it Is far better for a consumptive 
of moderate means, such as tbe av- 
erage worklngmaa, to go to a san- 
atorium nasi at home, than to go 
West and live In a more favorable 
climate without proper food or med- 
ical care. 

5. Finally, thoro may l>e plenty 
of jobs In the West and Southwest 
for able-bodied men, but the con- 
sumptive will find the greatest dif- 
ficulty In getting work, and no one

controlled In animals. Of late years 
some successes have been obtained, 
and, what is fully as valuable, a 
good many notions have been ex- 
ploded. I'p to date the question of 
sex control stands about as follows: 
The sex of the offspring la not di- 
rectly Influenced — 

By the general health or the nu- 
tritive state of the body; 

Or by the parent that is the old- 
er; 

Or by tiie parent that is the more 
vigorour; 

Or by any exterior characterlatlc 
of either parant; 

Or, In birds, by any exterior cbar^ 
acter of the egg. 

A poultrynian of my acquaintance 
claims that eggs that are nearly 
usually give pullets, while 
l>ointed eggs produce cock birds. 1 
tried his method, and on the tlrst 
occasion it seemed to be so. But 
other trials s&owed that the number 
of puUeta and cocka waa Independ- 
ent of the ahape of the egs. Thla* 
has baan tha axparlenca of others 
also. 

A statement is crediti il to a Sro-d- 
er of dairy cows that lie will not 
keep a bull that will not give at 
least §0 per cent of heifer ealres. 
As a matter of fact, the progeny 
might be orar 60 per cent females 
one year and males predominate 
the next year. 

An authentic case has Just come 
to my notice of a man who was tlie 
seventh consecutive son, and lie 
himself lias had seven sons In suc- 
cession. Families where all the 
children ara daught«n are also com- 
mon, but none of these cases have 
any significance. If you flipped a 
pi'iiMv cMoUKh times you nilKht be 
able to Ket "heads" seven times lii 
succession, but tliat would not over 
throw the law of averanes. Accord- 
ing to this law you will get heads 
Juat halt tha time and Uila tha oth- 
er half If you flip a penny long 
enough.

Wilson has apointed Robart Lan- 
sing, of Watertown, N. T., to be 
Secretary of State. .Mr. Lansin*; suc- 
ceeds W. J. Bryan. Since Bryan's 
lesignatlon, June !*, Lansing has 
been Secretary of State ad interim, 
under appolntmwit of tba Praaldent, 
and before that was Connaalor of 
the Department of State, succeeding 
John Bassett Moore. 

Lansing i(resents a strontr con- 
trast in almost every resjiect to lii- 
predecessor. He is not a propagan- 
ilist. nor agitator. Is highly trained 
in the duties of his ofllce, has the 
legal "turn of mind," la on excel- 
lent terms' with tha newspaper 
corps. Is not burdened with a host 
of ofTice-.^eeklni; fritnds. anil is in 
the fnllest aicord wiili tlie ['resident 
on his fore;:;!! polity.
